Council examines money woes 


Big noise in town

Starting with a moan, developing into a 
crescendo shriek, dwindling to a mournful wail, 
and then alternating between various horrible va¬ 
rieties of howls, strange sounds made most of 
Sierra Madre sit up and take notice Thursday 
afternoon. Sierra Madre is usually so quiet that 
few persons realized it would be possible to turn 
so much noise loose in our quiet atmosphere. But 
the noise was there and brought everybody out of 
doors wondering as to the source. 

The amount of attention attracted was a good 
recommendation for the new city fire alarm. For 
that was the source of the noise. It is an elec¬ 
trically operated siren, placed on the roof of 
the city hall. The device was secured and 
installed for the city by Manager Farman of the 
telephone company, and this is one of the first 
of the type to be installed in Southern California. 
It was made in Denver. 

The siren consists of an eighteen-inch rotor 
of fine blades in a short sound box. The rotor 
is driven at tremendous speed by a powerful 
electric motor. The switch controlling the motor is 
located at the telephone office and the alarm can be 
sounded from there as soon as received by the 
company operator. 

No system of signals has been devised as yet, 
but it is probably that some method will be used 
to designate the quarter of town from which the 
fire alarm comes. 

It seems the fire alarm has been in continuous 
use almost 70 years and has become an accepted 
part of Sierra Madre. Let us place the value of 
the siren where it belongs, as tradition for 
thousands of families over the years.

Foothills closed 

Effective June 14, the Sierra Madre Fire 
Department will inact a fire closure in the foot¬ 
hills above Sierra Madre, according to a Sierra 
Madre Fire Dept, spokesman. 

Due to the increasing high temperatures and the 
potential for fire in the foothills and mountain 
areas, the Fire Department has placed this res¬ 
triction into effect. 

All hiking trails and entrances to the forest 
and mountains in Sierra Madre have been posted 
“No entry without a permit.” What this means 
to those of you who use these facilities is that 
you must secure a permit from the Sierra Madre 
Fire dispatcher located at 242 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., before going on any hike or walk into the 
foothills or mountains above Sierra Madre. 

The Fire Department will issue permits based 
on the projected degree of hazard for any given 
day, so it’s best to call ahead at 355-1414 to 
see if the areas are open. Please phone after 4:30 p.m. 
for the next day’s forecast and the dispatcher will 
be able to advise you if the trails are open or 
closed. 

The Fire Department regrets any inconvenience 
this may cause the citizens, but believes no one 
wants to suffer the effects of a major wildland 
fire and enlists everyone’s cooperation with this 
project.

Councilman Charles Corp has taken up the 
sceptre to reduce expenditures for the Sierra Madre 
Council, and his actions at Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting reflected that fact. He chopped away at 
the Sierra Madre Library’s request for funds, 
ultimately made a motion to oppose the appropri¬ 
ations and the motion died for a lack of a second. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler’s motion to put a 
cap of $6000 on spending quickly passed but with¬ 
out Corp’s nod. Instead of $8017 the city was 
asked to expend for the west side entry walk¬ 
way, $6000 will have to do the job. This is the 
same amount the library pledged to spend. The 
library, of course, may spend as much on the 
project as they wish, the council said. 

Although Ralph Brown of 679 Brookside 
Lane cautioned that his remarks were “not to be 
construed as leveling charges or making accusa¬ 
tions,” the remarks he made drew Corp’s ire. 

Brown had quoted a friend who overheard 
a real estate woman state that an unidentified 
businessman “of long standing” would get var¬ 
iances for building on the property at 714 Brook- 
side Lane. 

He also said a city employee, also unidenti¬ 
fied, was overheard to say, “Those variances were 
bought.” 

21 days of history 
are reviewed 

In 1975, Congress declared the 21 
days between Flag Day and Independence 
Day — June 14 and July 4 — to be set aside 
for Americans to “do something positive 
for their country.’’ This concept was 
signed Into law by President Ford and 
endoreed by the present President, Ronald 
Reagan, as well ae every governor In the 
United States.

Day 1, Thursday, June 14: Flag 
Day. Flags have flown over America 
from the Spanish flag brought by 
Ponce de Leon to the 50-star banner

Friday, June 15: The first Amer¬ 
ican flag, called the Continental 
colors, flew over early Revolution¬ 
ary forces. It had 13 stripes, one for 
each colony but no stars. In 1777, 
the Betsy Ross banner brought the 
13-star, 13-strlpe flag. 

Saturday, June 16: At the first 
Continental Congreas, Abigail Adams 
urged her husband John, to remember 
women’s rights and make voting 
available to women.

In other action, the council agreed unani¬ 
mously with Fire Chief Marc Mueller’s recom¬ 
mendation to close the foothills within the city of 
Sierra Madre beginning this week, June 14, be¬ 
cause of the high potential of fire. 

A 29-year-old fire engine. No. 42, needs re¬ 
pairs amounting to $2735, and the council agreed 
to this expenditure. 

Sierra Madre City Council members were re¬ 
quested to appoint someone to take the place of 
Thomas Kirk, former city engineer/director of 
public works, who was part of the Raymond 
Basin Management Board. A meeting of that 
group was scheduled for Wednesday of this week. 
The council agreed to appoint Barney Westkamper 
if his health is up to the work involved. 

Further discussion of the budget was adjourned 
to the June 20 meeting. Also put over was ap¬ 
proval of Resolution 84-36 which would provide 
new guardrails on Chantry Flats Road within the 
corporate limits of Sierra Madre and including a 
small horseshoe portion of Arcadia. If the project 
is approved. Sierra Madre would need to come up 
with $14,000 to be matched by $126,000 in federal 
funds. Again, Corp is dubious about the money 
in question. 

Sierra Made Police Officer RozAnn Bazzell 
was introduced since she has been presented an 
outstanding achievement award for her work with 
abused women and children. Arlie Hahn was also 
introduced as “Older American Recognition Day 
Recipient.” Stories about both women appeared 
in The News several weeks ago. 

The Council proclaimed the 21 days between 
Flag Day, June 14, and Independence Day, July 
4, as a time set aside as “The 21 Days of America,” 
urging residents to do something positive for their 
■ country. The non-partisan concept was first signed 
into law by former President Ford.

Robbery suspect is

The local police 
assume he was returning to his residence in 
Big Bear when he was spotted. 

Hall was suspected of several other rob¬ 
beries in the area. 

More details will be reported after the 
FBI sources complete their investigation.

John Muir wrote an 
article entitled “The Bee 
Pastures of California” 
which contained a chap¬ 
ter on “the Sierra Mad¬ 
re mountains.” It was 
published in the Century 
Magazine of July 1882. 

With permission of the 
Century Company and 
Mr. Muir, the extract 
pertaining to the Sierra 
Madre mountains was 
published by R. W. C. 
Farnsworth of Pasadena 
in his book “A Southern 
California Paradise’’ 
published in 1883. Mr. 
Farnsworth’s book gave 
a discriptive account of 


Pasadena and Sierra 
Madre, plus San Gab¬ 
riel and La Canada. He 
also notated that the 
mountains called the 
“San Gabriel Range” are 
the same as the Sierra 
Madre mountains, by 
which general name the 
range is more commonly 
known. 

This dates the name 
“Sierra Madre Moun¬ 
tains” back to 1881, a 
year after the town ori¬ 
ginated. It is evident that 
the name had been es¬ 
tablished many years be¬ 
fore. We today still call 
them our Sierra Madre 
mountains.

17. “The Flag should never touch any- 
ting beneath it, such as the ground, the floor, 
water, or merchandise.” 

18. “The Flag should never be used as 
drapery of any sort whatsoever, never fes¬ 
tooned, drawn back, nor up, in folds, but 
always allowed to fall free. Bunting of blue, 
white and red, always arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle, and the red 
below, should be used for covering a speaker’s 
desk, draping the front of a platform, and for 
decoration in general.” 

19. “The Flag should never have placed 
upon it, nor any part of it, nor attached to 
it any mark, insignia, letter, word, figure, 
design, picture or drawing of any nature.” 

20. “The Flag should never be used for 
advertising purposes in any manner what¬ 
soever. It should not be embroidered on such 
articles as cushions or handkerchiefs and the 
like, printed or otherwise impressed on paper 
napkins or boxes or anything that is designed 
for temporary use and discard; or used as any 
portion of a costume or athletic uniform. 
Advertising signs should not be fastened to a 
staff or halyard from which the Flag is flown.” 

21. “The Flag, when it is in such con¬ 
dition that it is no longer a fitting emblem 
for display, should be destroyed in a dig¬ 
nified way, preferably by burning.” 

22. ‘‘During the ceremony of hoisting or 
lowering the Flag or when the Flag is passing 
in a parade or in a review, all persons present 
should face the Flag, stand at attention and 
salute. Those present in uniform should render 
the military salute. When not in uniform, men 
should remove the headdress with the right 
hand holding it at the left shoulder, the hand 
being over the heart. Men without hats should 
salute in the same manner. Aliens should stand 
at attention. Women should salute by placing 
the right hand over the heart. The salute to 
the Flag in the moving column should be 
rendered at the moment the Flag passes.”
